A REALM OF RUIN. 


How the Desolated Michigan District 
Appears to the [raveler. 

Sand Beach (Mich.) Cor. Chicago Times, 15th. 

SAND BEACH, MICH., September 12.—The 
traveler through this desolated countrv is 
amazed as well as horritied at the existing 
condition of affairs. From conversations had 
with many persons while journeying to the 
wasted section, your correspondent is con- 
vinced that the large majority of the people 
of the West, outside of this State, have whol- 
ly erroneous ideas of the people and the 
country previousto the dreadful holocaust. 
It is generally believed that, with the excep- 
tion of asmall strip along the lake shore and 
ihrough Sanilac county, an almost impene- 
trable forest existed. that was swept away 
by fire. Nothing could be further from the 
tiuth. The section composed of Sanilac and 
Huron counties forms what is known as the 
Saginaw peninsula of Michigan. Years ago 
the earth was heavily timbered, from Saginaw 
bay on the west to Lake Huron on the east 
and north; but the lumberman’s ax, ably as- 
sisted by the same destroving element that 
has caused the present widespread (suffering, 
more than a generationago robbed this pen- 
insula of nearly every stick of valuable tim- 
ber init. Lumber was oncea paying indus- 
try, and throughout the West are scattered 
men of vast wealth, most of which was gained 
from this section. That was long azo, how- 
ever. Ten years ago what timber of vaiue re- 
mained was either destroyed or deadened by 
the memorable fires of October. These fires 
and the devastating windfalls that made such 
havocin many sections nearly every year 
since formed “‘crashings,’” that, with the 
stunted poplar growth that sprung up where 
the |birch-oak and other woous fell, in the 
extreme dry season became as susceptible to 
flames as a tinder-box, andfrom the sections 
that escaped the danger itis easily seen how 
the blaze, fanned by the furious wind, form- 
ed what those who passed through it describe 
a rain of fire. It will be remembered that 
the fire started on Sunday afternoon, on the 
east shore, about fifty miles almost directly 
south of this place. At thattime the wind 
was light from the southwest; but as the 
flames spread the velocity of the wind was 
naturally increased, and on Monday, between 
noon and 2 o'clock, the entire 
counties of Huron and Sanilac 
were swept over. It is difficult to give an 
intelligent idea of the pace at which it travel- 
ed. From the gue in the southern part of 
Sanilac county I learned thatthe fire came 
upon them shortly before noon. From the 
residents of this place the information is 
gained that the shower of flame struck them 
ataboutl o’clock inthe afternoon, or an 
hour later thanin Sanilac county, and thirty 
miles north of here,on the lake shore, the 
tiery tornadojreached them about 1:30 o’clock. 
From this it will be seen thatthe thames 
traveled a distance of nearly eighty miies in 
an houranda half. In view of this fact itis 
not strange that the people should regard it 
ag averitable rain offire. One yventleman, 
whe lost his house, barn, fences, and stock a 
few miles south of here, told me, the other 
day, that the fire differed in many wavs from 
that of L871. Thensome warning of its ap- 
proach was given. This time they were taken 
unawares. 

The flame was not like that of ten years pre- 
vious. The smoke was as thick in the air, 
but the flames came out of the nearest wood, 
and did not burst from the sky as it did on 
Monday. One of the peculiarities of the fire 
was noticed by the gentleman when his house 
caught. The air was filled with smoke and 
he was sroping about the yard to find his way 
out,when the air was instantly illumined, and 
a ball ef flame struck the side of the house 
near him with a sound like that of throwing 
a pail full of water against it. A million 
sparks flew from the ball and feli to the 
vround in a perfectshower. An instant later 
the entire structure was in flames, as was also 
his barn, fences, straw and everything com- 
bustible. He managed to make his waytoa 
clearing near the house, where, by covering 
himself with dirt, he succeeded in shielding 
himself from the furious heat. At least a 
hundred people in this and Sanilac counties 
have related similar observations. 

A ride of nearly 150 miles already made by 
the writer through the burned district has 
developed scenes and facts many of which 
have already been telegraphed the Times, 
that the language is almost insufficient to de- 
scribe. It must be remembered that the foot 
of civilization has trod nearly every acre of 
soil on the peninsula, and thatit 1s not, as 
many believe, a wild, unsettled region, with 
nothing;but a wealth of wood to commend it 
to the outside world. Itis settled in every 
part by asturdy, thrifty yeomanry, that has 
transformed it from a_ blackened, desolate 
Waste to a prosperous region, that, notwith- 
standing its misfortunes, will yet occupy a 
position alongside the best farming land in 
the States. The people, some of them, were 
discourayed,but the noble response of Michi- 
xan and other States to the requests for suc- | 
cor) has within the past few days revived 
their drooping spirits, and, with the excep- 
tion of a very few, a! will remain here and 
resume the battle of life. Itis a people of 
intelligence that is suffering, and a land of 
promise that is devastated; and the calamity 
that bas come upon them is greater than 
the outside world have any thought. 

In its awful march the fire played many 
pranks, but few favorites. Some farms and 
pieces of timber directiy in its track were 
spared, while others, that were apparently 
outside of the straight course, were entirely 
destroyed. It isa strange fact that nearly 


every fence in the line is destroyed. At, 


ss | - ee | seems 
many points they | swept away, 
whilesa house and vi eur- 
rounded were left untouched. In the cleared 
district the fences were not caught from fire 
in stubble or dried 8. In only afew 
laces were either burned. They caught 
om the fire in the air. North of this place 
was seen a cleared area nearly a mile square, 
with ali but about forty acres plowed, upon 
which not a fence er building remained. All 
had been swept away, and the stubble in the 
unbroken section was nowhere scorched. 
The fire did not run along the ground except 
in the wooded sections, for, except in very 
few places, there was nothing for it to burn 
except houses, barns and fences. Another 
singular feature was that almost without ex- 
ception the hills and elevated ground a 
the ravages of the devouring element. fa 
hill was in its course, it made the turn to the 
right or leftofit, anf destroyed everything 
in the hollow. So itran along witha fury 
never before seen, until its course was ar- 
rested by the water of Lake Huron. 

As the readers of the Times have been in- 
formed, the farmers of this region, as a rule, 
own only small tracts of land, much of which 
was encumbered kL A the poplar, dead trees, 
etc., described. ile the losses suffered by 
these people are almost incalculable, they will 
find some compensation in the fact that near- 
ly all the land that it would have taken years 
to clear, is now covered only with ashes and 
burned logs that can be hauled off in a single 
season. Hundreds of acres that were dense- 
ly thicketed can be cleared in time for winter 
seeding,and asthe Port Huron Relief Commit- 
tee has thoughtfully|provided the farmers with 
enough seed wheat to supply them this fall, 
much of this lana will doubtless be utilized. 

A gentlemen whom I meta short time ago 
at Forest Bay related two incidents of the 
fire which as yet have not been published. 
They are given herewith, along with the 
statenient that the narrator has a good repu- 
tation in his neck of woods. The present 
fire, as all great calamities, has tended to the 
development of more able-bodied exaggera- 
tors than were before known to existin this 
section, but the gentleman says he has per- 
sonal knowledge of the incidents given. On 
Monday, about 1 o’clock, he says, a neighbor 
of his and the family ran from the house, 
Which was on fire, and made their way to a 
clearing a few vards away, in the center of 
which was a large pile of stone picked from 
the field. They crouched behind it on the 
lee side for protection from the flames. While 
they were thus shielding themselves a large 
black bear came thundering through the 
brush at the other side of the field, and, 
rushing up to the stones, laid down upon the 
ground directly behind them. Bruin had 
hardly become comfortably located, when a 
deer made its appearance and stretched itself 
upon the ground at the side of the bear. The 
people were at first alarmed at the appear- 
ance of the bear, but they could not flee. 
They soon became conviced that he intended 
no harm, and the happy family remained 
until the fire was past.- The bear and deer 
then disappeared, and nothing more was 
seen of them. 

The second narrative may prove even as se- 
vere a test of human credulity asthe above. 
According tothe historian, a farmer who 
owned a handsome black stallion took it from 
the stable in which it was standing, and with 
his wife went to aclearing. The heat was 
so intense that they would have been suffoca- 
ted had they not been shielded by the horse. 
They put their faces near him on the side op- 
posite the fire, and the animal remained mo-' 
tionless, while the great beat burned the hair 
from his side and back. The farmer and his 
psa their salvation to the noble 
Steed. . 

The entire country is flooded with stories 
of the character given, and more improbable. 
This morning a rather respectable-looking 
farmer came to the hotel, having, as he said, 
been burned out. While in conversation with 
him he produced a section of spinal column 
from his vest pocket, and complacently in- 
formed me that it was all he could find of his 
wife, who was destroyed with their house. 
The grim relic was returned to his pocket 
witb the observation that he would cherish it 
to his dying day. The suspicion was irresist- 
ibly forced upon me that the” man was a 
ghastly liar, and I still entertain that impres- 
sion.

'\ ‘PARIS CRIME. 


Picturesque Cases Which Require the 
Attention of the Police. 


Paris Cor. New Orleaaos Picayune. 


Assassimations were never aS numerous as 
they now are,and as for attempts to rob 
with violence, they are perpetrated even in 
omnibuses. Immorality has become sin- 
gularly gross. The Palais Royal has become 
almost the great Rialto of vice it was before 
1830. Girls of twelve and thirteen years are 
there in numbers plying an infamous trade 
to enrich monsters who drive them on the 
street. The insolence of the lower classes 
is intolerable, especially to priests and nuns. 
Allthis is going to bring on a reaction, 
which will confide + gone to a sword. The 
general elections will produce great excite- 
ment. A shop-keeper saidto me a day or 
twoago: ‘‘Assoonasthe canvass begins I 
will sell nothing; people willdo nothing but 
drink; no work will be done; ne money will 
be made.”’? Ice dealers, however,cannot com- 
plain that the season has been stagnant for 
them, the saleof ice this month having ex- 
ceeded in Paris alone 45,000 tons, Cafe An- 
glaise, Cafe Riche, Cafe Foy, Maison Do- 
ree, Vachette bought each a ton of ice daily, 
and there was scarcely a single cafe or res- 
taurant which did not buy 300 or 400 pounds 
every dav. Moreice would probably have 
beeen sold had not the revelations of the po- 
lice’s che mists checked the sale of beer. 

The chemists declared that every sample of 
beer analyzed by them was unwholesome 
from adulterations of all sorts, so few people 
were bold enough to pour such poison down 
their throats. The drouth has made itself 
feltin other waysthan the sale ofice. Our 
vegetables have been scarce and of poor qual- 
ity, and so small that they seem dwarfs; they 
bave been, and are, very dear. 

The other night two young clerks were 
playing billiards ina cafe of Boulevard St. 
Germain and talked freely of their concerns 
Without-heecing a man who seemed asleep at 
an adjoining table. One of them said to the 
other, “I have just inherited $400.”’ ‘Oh! 
then we are voing to have a 
jolly time of . i." “nO, mel JI 
will not touch one cent of that money. Itis 
still in my lodgings, safely hiddenin a chest 
of drawers under my shirts. To-morrow | 
am go'ng to carry itto a stock-broker and buy 
threes.’’ A few minutes afterward the sleep- 
ing man woke, rose, touk his bat and weat 
out. An hour afterwards the clerks paid for 
what they had taken, took their hats—one of 
them, he wbo had inherited $00, found that 
his hat had bean taken, probably by the 
sleeper, and another leftin its place, As the 
hat left was as good as the one taken, and as 
the former fitted him quite as well, he bore 
the exchange philosophically and jogged 
home. He had no sooner entered his lodgings 
than he saw they had been entered with false 
key-, his chest of drawers broken open and 
his $400 stolen. He did not sleep that night. 
The hat leit bim did not altogether suit 
him,so he went to his hatter to change it. 
His hatter told him that the evening before a 
man had come into the shop, and had said 
that he had inadve:tenily taken a gentle- 
man’s hat, and seeing the hatter’a name in- 
side, he had called, thinking the hatter might 
be able to give him the owner’s address that 
he might restore the hat accidentally taken. 
The hatter gave the name and address. The 
burglar secured $400 by the information given. 
The burglar’s hat was left with the hatter, 
anc a new hat selected. Afterthe clerk left 
the hatter took out the linning of the burg- 
lar’s hat and to his surprise found under it 
a letter bearing an address. He read it, and 
found it was from a burglar, promising aid in 
a contemplated burglary which had been 
planned by the person to whom the letter was 
addressed. The hatter took the letter to the 
police and told what had occurred. Before 
sunset both burglars were. arrested. 
A few days since .the cashier of a Strasburg 
bank was surprised to find on opening a reg- 
istered letter from Schlestadt, which he was 
advised containe:'$1 ,000,that it held only waste 
paper. He at once summoned the police, who, 
on examining the waste paper, fqund it came 
from a Paris newspaper. Continuing their 
investigations they found that the person 
who bad sent the registered letter was a sub- 
scriber to the Paris newspaper. 

A newspaper of the same date as that from 
which the cuttings had been taken was pro- 
cured. It was found that the collection of the 
subscriber (who filed the paper) lacked the 
newspaper of that date. Evidently the thief 
was in the sender’s house. All per- 
sons in it were watched and inquiries

' PEGS. 


How They Are Made—A Visit to a Fac- 
tory in Vermont. 
From the New York Mail. 

It was the privilege of the writer to visit 
the picturesque little town of Arlington, Vt., 
which at that time boasted a population of 
2,500, three churches, five stores, two hotels, 
an extensive car works, sash and blind and 
chair factory, also a “‘peg factory,” which, by 
the courtesy of the foreman, Mr. L. E. 
White (who. had keen empioyed there twen- 
ty-nine years), he was shown throuvh and re- 
ceived valuable information. The timber 
used is black and yellow birch, which is cut 
into pieces four feet in length, varying in 
diameter from eight to fourteen inches. 
These logs are placed ina building in winter 
and the frost extracted by steam. They are 
then run in on atram railway tothe circular 


saw department, and cut into slices 
or blanks of the thickness’ desired 
for the length of the pegs. These are 


sorted andthe knots cut out, and are then 
passed onto a1iong bench which contains six 
machines composed of fluted rollers. The 
blanks are thenrun between these rollers, 
which creases both sides. ‘They are then run 
through again to cross crease, or mark out 
the exact sizes of the pegs. Then they go to 
the splitting machines, which are set with 
double knives, and cut the bianks into pegs. 
As they pass the last machine they are sort- 
ed, and all Knots and discolored ones re- 
moved as they are brushed off into large 
baskets. These machines are under the care 
of young women who appeared much more 
happy and useful than do many of those who, 
thumping at their piano, would consider 
such employment menial. The next process 
is bleaching, Which is accomplished by the 
fumes of brimstone, which is unhealthy 
(those who labor here shorten their lives). 
They are then placed in large cylinders,which 
hold eleven barrels, and huve 600 steam 
pipes running through them, and 
revolve one and one-half times to the min- 
ute, drying two chaarges per dlay to each cyl- 
inder. They are then passed in large wood- 
en casks, or cylinders, which, revolving rap- 
idly, polish them by the friction, the refuse 
falling through wire sieves or screen openings 
after which thev are again passed into a sift- 
er which separates all the single pegs and 
drops them inte tubs or boxes, leaving those 
which have not been separated in the ma- 
chine. They arethen put in barrels ready 
for market. The factory running on full 
time turns out150 bushels, or fifty barrels 
per day. The sizes gofrom eight up to six- 
teentoaninch. The lengths go by eighths, 
two and one-half to twelve. Twenty-six 
hands are employed, half of them being wo- 
men. The products of this mill are mostly 
shipped to Germany and Fiance and enter 
largely into the manufacture of toys and fan- 
cy goods as well as into the shoe manufacto- 
rv. Thus the “‘genii of mechanism” convert, 
as by magic, the trees from the Vermont 
mountains into articles of use, which. float- 


ing off through the channels of commerce 
to far away countries, anon re- 
turn to sparkle the eyes of happy 


children in toys in which these pegs have be- 
come important factors. 


Overhauling the White House. 
Frem the Washington Star. 


The work of thoroughly cleauing the White 
House will commence at an early day. The 
house will be cleaned from top to bottom. 
The — will be taken up and the curtains 
removed and cleaned. Every room will be 
gone over. There will also be effected an im- 
provement in the White House drainage, 
Col. Warring, of Rhode Island, a high au- 
thority on sanitary matters. about five weeks 
ago made a thorough inspection of the plumh- 
ing and sanitary condition of the house. He 
reported that there were some defects, but 
that the plumbing was much better than the 
newspaper reports have set forth. He said 
that there were certain improvements which 
should be made in the matter of size and lo- 

1,10n of drainage pipes. These recommenda- 

t.,18 will be acted upon in the improve- 

ent of the sanitary condition of the 
house, which will commence next 
month. The changes in plumbing will not be 
very extensive. The matter of ventilation of 
the house has also received consideration. 
The ventilation is not as good as it should be. 
After examining different plans for ventila- 
tion it has been decided to adopt the Lice 
plan. Colonel Rive, who is the father of this 
method, will see personally to the changes 
which will be made. The work on ventila- 
tion will, in part, be conducted in comnec- 
tion with the improvement of the drainage. 
The Rice ventilation will not, however, be 
fully completed until after the changes and 
improvements in plumbing are completed. 
The ventilation of a portion of the house— 
that occupied in public business—can hardly 
be improved upon. The private part of the 
building is not, however, so well off. While 
improved ventilation will be given to the 
whole house, there will not be so much work 
inthe public as in the private part of it. The 
plans for improvement of ventilation and 
plumbing have not yet been elaborated in 
full detail. 


England and the Yorktown Affair. 
From the London Standard. 

Nor did the@surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown end the war. It was the beginning 
ofthe end. England was weary of the strug- 
yle, though many, like the gentle poet Cow- 
per, might have sympathized with the con- 
scientious scruples of the King in refusing to 
cede any of the dominions he had sworn in 
his coronation oath to preserve intact. But 
others were ofa different opinion. Fox re- 
joiced at the news, knowing that it presaged 
the ciose of the unbappy war, and his 
opinion was so far shared by Parliament that 
on the 19th of April, 1783—exactly eight 
years after it broke out—Washington was 
able to announce to his army that all was 
over. We cannot believe that any one now- 
a-days holds any other opinion than that of 
Fox. Had Cornwallis been able to carry out 
his plans, the struggle might have been pro- 
tracteda little longer. But the colonists 
could never have been crushed, and in the 
comlng Napoleonic wars would have un- 
doubtedly recovered what they had 
lost. When peoplearrive at acertain time 
of life they are apt to bea little oblivious of 
birthdays.

SWIFT VENGEANCE. 


A Kentuckian lLynched for a Cold- 
Blooded Murder. 


Owingsville(Ky.) Special to Cin. Commercial. 


On Wednesday afternoon of last week, Sam- 
uel Ramey shot John Smith at Smith’s resi- 
dence in this (Bath) county, from the effects 
of which Smith died on Friday and was bur- 
ied on Saturday. The particulars of the mur- 
der, as gathered from Simpson Cornett, the 
only eye-witness, areas follows: Ramey, 
Smith, and Cornett were at Smith’s house, 
Smith and Cornett standing on the porch and 
Ramey standing off the porch in the yard, 
only afew feet distant, and all taiking to- 
gether friendly. Ramey, who is a desperate 
character, had his gun in his hand and was 
talking of how he would like to shoot this 
man and that one, and what good tar- 
g‘ts they would make, when Smith 
said, **Well, Sam, what kind of a tar- 
vet would I make?’’ to which Sam replied, 
‘*A good one. I believe I’ll try you.”? Smith 
said, ‘*All right,” and not thinking anything 
of it turned and began talking to Cornett, 
when Ramey raised his gun, cocked it and 
fired the fatal shot, showing it to be a cold- 
blooded, brutal murder. The citizens of the 
community were greatly incensed and excit- 
ed, and loud talks were madeof lynching 
Ramey, who, after being shgt bv the officers, 
bad been captured in Rowan County,brought to 
this place and placed in jail, and great fears 
were entertained at this place that it would 
be done. But as nothing was done Saturd:y 
night the fears were allayed and no one sus- 
pected anything would be done witb him ex- 
cept through the regular process of law. But 
in this they were mistaken, as about 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning a body of well-armed 
men, thirty-twoin number, came into town 
and surrounded the jail. <A delegation of 
them then went to the residence of J. F. Mau- 


well, and therefore could not go to unlock 
the door for them, and as the jail is furnished 
with a combination lock of original design, 
and only three persons in; the town (includ- 
ingthe jailer) knew the combination, they 
then went to the residence of Adie ©. Rob- 
ertson, one of those three, and forced him to 
go to the jail ana unlock the door, after 
which they went in, and unlocking the door 
of the cell in which Ramey was confined, 
called him out into the corridor, where they 
blindfolded him and tied his hands. After 
taking him out of the jail they informed him 
of their purpose and asked him if he wanted 
to pray, when he, replying in the affirmative, 
knelt down and prayed for three or four 
minutes, and after rising asked them how 
they were going to kill him, expressing a 
preference for hanging. His preference was 
theirs, and the noose, which was already 
prepared, was thrown over his head. At 
the command of the leader the men 
mounted, Ramey being placed on one of the 
horses, and they proceeded just outside 
of the city limits, where they stopped just 
opposite a large white oak tree, onlya few 
feet from the pike, which had evidently been 
selected asthe mob came into town. Here 
they again dismounted. Ramey was taken 
from his horse and led with the rope around 
his neck to the tree selected. Stopping under 
the tree the a of the party yagain 
asked Ramey if he had anything to say, when 
he requested permission to again pray. His 
requst was granted, and for more than tive 
minutes he bowed in prayer. He was then 
asked why he had killed Smith, when he 
stated that Smith had first shou at him in the 
house, and had tried to shoot a second time, 
being prevented only by him (Ramey) catch- 
ing the muzzle of the gun and raising it 
above his head, so that if discharged it could 
not hurthim. This was Ramey’s statement 
all the time, although it was wholly without 
foundation and utterly false, as Mr. Cornett 
is wholly reliable and responsible and his 
veracity undoubted. One ofthe men then 
climbed the tree and the loose end of the 
rope around Ramey’s neck was thrown to 


him, when e began tightening, 
and two others catching old of 
Ramey were ready to hoist him, 


when the spokesman said to Ramey, “Sam, 
your end is near; have you anything more to 
say before you die?’”? Ramey replied, ‘‘Noth- 
ing, except I hope the Lord will have mercy 
on your souls as well as mine. I have prayed 
to Him for forgiveness for you as well as 
myself. You stand in my shoes. If lama 
murderer you are inthe same fix. May the 
Lord God have mercy on your souls, as well 
as mine, is my prayer.” A pause of only an 
instant followed, when the two men caught 
hold of Ramey and raised him about four 
feet from the ground, when the man above 
fastened the rope around the limb, and told 
those supporting him to let go, which they 
did, and Ramey hung suspended in the air. 
As the men were raising him ne said: “Lord, 
have mercy on me!” twice. He was perfectly 
cool and calm, and died without a struggle, 
being dead in less than seven minutes 
after he was swung up. 

Ramey was a desperate character, fearless 
and determined. He was a terror to the up- 
per portion of this county and the lower part 
of Rowan, as he knew no fear, was brutal and 
cruel, and for little or nothing could be hired 
to kil] his best friend. He was the first man 
ever sent to the penitentiary from Rowan 
county, having been convicted of setting fire 
to and burning his grandfather’s barn. He 
had only been at home a year or little more, 
but had been in a number of difficulties dur- 
ing the shorttime. The mangeng of this des- 
perate character is universally approved of, 
although all would have preferred that he 
had been hung by the process oflaw. He was 
only 22 years of age, about six feet high, andl 
weighed about 200 pounds. ,

CAPT. LOUERY has contracted with Capt. 

Coflin, of the Covington Marine Ways, 
for the building of two new cotton-seed 
barges, 130 feetin length, 25 foot beam, 7s 
foothold. Tne barges will be square and 
completed in thirty days. 


THE Cairo Argus says: A steel yacht 60 
fcet long end 9 feet wide, capable of making 
14 miles an hour, arrived by rail from Long 
Island yesterday, and was put into the water 
here to-day and taken to Mound City. It cost 
$3,500 and belongs to the Government, and is 
to be used as a dispatch boat by Capt. Quinn, 
who will have charge of the disoursing sta- 
tion at Point Pleasant. _ Quinn’s head- 
quarters will be on the H. 8. Long. 


THE Ste. Genevieve met with an accident 
at the wharf at Titusville, Tenn., on the 10th. 
She had landed, transacted her business, and 
when in the act of teaving the bank caved in 
on her, striking the cook-house and com- 
pletely demolishing it, stove, cooking uten- 
sils all going intothe river. The wheel was 
not injured. Fortunately the cooks were 
allout. The boat was detained only about 
an hour. The damage may be estimated at 
about $400. The Colorado had just left the 
landing before the Genevieve arrived. 


River Improvements in Arkansas. 


The following items, compiled by the Lit- 
tle Rock Democrat, of Tuesday, indicates 
active work going onin the various streams 
of that State, under the supervision of Chief 
Engineer, T. H. Handbury: 

The snagboat Wichita, to work inthe Ar- 
kansas, between Fort Smith and Wichita, 
rapidly approaches completion. Work was 
commenced May 10th; the launch was made 
July 13th, and she will probably be finished 
before the first of next month. She will bea 
model craft. Capt. Joe Evins, of Dardanelle, 
deserves great credit for his workin manag- 
ing the construction. 

Work at Pine Bluff has been temporarily 
suspended. 

The United States snagboat C. B. Reese is 
now in the Arksansas, nvarits mouth. 

The Aunt Sallie is at work improving the 
Fourche Le Fave, removing stumps, snags, 
etc. This river opens trade to Little Rock, 
and our merchants should look to it. 

The United States snagboat J. R. Meigs is 
at work in White River, below Newport, and 
will probably remain.in that stream all win- 
ter. 

Two forces of men are working White 
River, above Newport, removing snags and 
making other needed improvements. 

I. D. MeKown isin charge of a large gang 
of men near Buffalo Shoals. White River, do- 
ing long needed work. 

lk’. W. Tuttle is superintending the Black 
River work. There are two boats in this 
river, one working from the mouth up and 
the other from Poplar Bluff down. 

E. C. Wiley is superintending the Saline 
River work. This river is to be thoroughly 
cleaned from its mouth to Mount Elba. 

Work 1s to commence at once in clearing 
out the L’?Auguille and St. Francis Rivers.

The convict was told 
to stand up, and when on his 


feet the Judge asked himif he had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be passed 
upon him. This question, I know, is usual; 
but I wish to call attention to atraitin Amer- 
ican life. He was not called prisoner at the 
bar—no; but the Judge in person leaned over 
towards him and inquired if ‘‘Mr. C. P. 
Kring’’ had anythingto say. Mr.C.P. Kring 
‘fonessed’’ not. Then Judge Burkhardt said, 
with the Same suave urbanity,. ‘‘Well, Mr. C. 
P. Kring, you will be taken,’’ etc., etc., so 
on, with the dread formula. But the Judge 
forgot to mention the hour for the execution— 
‘Ah, yes; that’s a fact—you will wait one 
minute, Mr. Kring—let me see; between 10 
o’clock a. m. and 5 p. m. onthe 1th July, Mr. 
Kring.’’ That scene was enacted on the 24th 
May, in the St. Louis Criminal Court—polite- 
ness to the end; and that’s the way it ought to 
be.

Shaking Up the Elevators. 
ST. LOUIS, September 16. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Can some one please inform me what has 
become of our elevator capacity? We claim 
to have some 6,000,000 bushels capacity, and 
yet with a total stock to-day of some 2,300,000 
our elevators (East side) are crowded chack- 
fuilland unable to receive, while several of 
our largest railroads now refuse to furnish 
cars for bulk shipment here. It seems singu- 
lar that the more elevators we have the less is 
our storage capacity, and that at this season 
ofthe year. Complaint of this nature should 
not exist. With afrozenriver last winter the 
embargo was unavoidable, but now why 
should we thus suffer and our commerce be so 

. * ‘ * * ‘ 
seriously crippled? Itis useless to try and in- 
duce shipments here under these circumstan- 
ces. Complaints of delay in unloading are 
loud and deep and of daily occurrence. — One 
firm writes: ‘*We have shipped 15,000 bushels 
to Chicago since your blockade, as you can- 
not unload cars.’’ Another, ‘‘Why don’t you 
try to get some room?’ This morning the 
superintendent of the C. & A. Railroad wires 
not toload any grainfor East St. Louis or 
Union Depot, or any place near St. Louis; say 
they can’ttakeit.’’ Another, ‘‘If you can't 
take grain, Il musttryv and find a market for 
it sure. Ihave over 40,000 bushels to ship 
yet, and I don’t want any tooling about it. II 
st. Louis can't handle it, then 
New York can, andrates are cheap. Is St. 
Louis forever to be a mere way station?’’ 
Now I beg to say, I don’t question the able 
management of our elevator system, or the 
marked fitness or ability of the powerful pool 
which controls it. This would be conspicuous 
foolhardiness on my part. I simply would be 
crushed, annihilated, if I did so. For one ! 
don’t hanker for additional impediments to 
my business, but rather to have those now en- 
dured abated as soon as possible. I shouid 
not dare array my puny self against this most 
formidable combination, nor do 1 wish in any 
manner to incur their ill will by any criticism. 
Nothing of the sort, sir; but it does seem to 
me something could or should be done to dis- 
cuss where this elevator capacity aforesaid 
has gone to, and then have it utilized for the 
relief of Our commerce, now so seriously dam- 
aged by its lack. 
I take it our interests, the interests of our 
city, are interdependent, and must prosper or 
retrograde together. ’Tis asafe proposition 
‘*that one of our interests can not long pros- 
per atthe expense of others.’’ Can’t some- 
thing be done to remedy this state of affairs?

tables, new difficulties attend their cultiva- 
tion. The squash has more persistent enemies 
than the pumpkin. The Colorado beetle has 
abandoned his old practice ot feeding on wild 
weeds and now devotes himself to the succu- 
lent potatotop. The squash has been so im- 
proved as to be notonly a delicious edible but 
a most prolific and profitable field crop. It is 
a prize worth contending for, and though the 
squash fiend has smothered his millions of 
promising plants and struck out many ofa 
zealous gardener, yet the war goes on. 

Now comes on the scientist and tells us 
he bas a drug that will suffocate the stink 
bug and simulate squash growth. Sulphide 
of carbon disagrees with cabbage maggots 
and squash bores. Professor J. A. Cook has 
found London purple of value too in this 
fight. Crude carbolic acid, one partin fifty 
parts water, applied every two weeks, will 
keep the borer at bay. A writer in the Indiana 
Farmer has used Paris green with satisfac- 
tion. As soon asthe borer begins his work 
the farmer put a half teaspoonful of the poi- 
son intwo gallons of water, which he poured 
about the roots, and where the borer had 
cutthe vines he madea long incision in the 
vine and dropped some of the mixture into 
it. The vines soonrevived and the corsus 
tristis drooped. 

SQUASH SEED. 

lt isan old notion among gardeners that 
squash seeds are more likely to germinate if 
carried in the pocket at least three days prior 
to planting. 

The testimony of Professor Beal and Tracy, 
atthe Science Association at Cincinnati, 
shows that the sprouting of squash seed is 
very unreliable, and varies with trifling 
change of temperature and moisture. 

A correspondent ofthe Home Farm, well 
up op squash cultivation, tells us through the 
New York Tribune hewtoselect and save 
good seed. He selects the most promising 
specimens While the squashes are growing, 
and marks the word “seed” on the rind with 
a pointed stick, Which cuts through the skin. 
He thus can preserve these onthe vines as 
Jong as possible, without injury by frost. A 
seed squash hasaclear, rich orange color, 
andfreedom from green around the calyx- 
end; has a depression around the stem, which 
has atan early stage a yellowish color, and 
stands at an angle with the squash; the flesh 
is thick, giving great weight for its size. 

A green color at the calyx-end denotes 
impurity. The depression where the stem 
joins indicates rapid growth and early ripen- 
ing. As seed continues to ripen after the 
squash is removed fromthe vine, itis weil 
to leave them uncut for two orthree months 
after putinstore. After removing the seed, 
there is no need of washing, butdry prompt- 
ly avoiding heatabove®™~>°. When dry tie 
up in stout paper sacks, in a cool place, 
where the temperature is never below 
freezing point. We are satistied squash seed 
are more easily injured byecold than is our 
seed corn. Good seed will retain vitality 
five years. Seed three vears old is decidedly 
better for late planting than fresh ones, as 
they run lesstovine and fruit sooner; but 
for the main crop two-year-old seed isthe 
best. : 

SAVE YOUR CLOVER SEED. 

The advancing price of clover seed sug- 
gests ihat there is much seed yet standing in 
the podsin the clover fields. The clover is 
dried up and no longer fit for pasture. The 
new shoots are starting since the Jaterain, 
and the old dry clover stalks and pods can be 


-taken off without loss to the pastures, and 


very littie in fertilizing or shading ofthe 
ground. We have seen many clover pistures 
in which there was from one to two busheis 
of clover seed that might well and easily be 
saved atacost of not more than #2 tothe 
bushel. Itis not yet too late to cut and sive 
seed on such pastures. The stock will need 
to be removed while the cloveris drying, us 
tramping and hooking it about will waste 
much ofit. The best way to cut it, as we 
have stated in these columns, is to cut with 
a sSelf-rakipg machine, and aliow a 
good fork-full to accumulate on the 
platform of the machine before 
dropping. The trouble and waste from rak- 
ing it is thus avoided. The chief reason, 
however, for saving one’s own clover seed is, 
we thus avoid theintroduction of vile and 
foreign grasses and weeds into our land. We 
have not adequately estimated the losses and 
damages coming to us from impure and infe- 
rior seeds. Prof. Nobbe, of the experiment 
station at Tharandt, Saxony, in April, 1869, 
was asked by a farmer to vest four or five 
samples of grass seed which he had bought. 
The test showed less than thirty per cent of 
pure seed true to name. The other seventy 
per cent was worthless, vile seeds of grasses 
and weeds. The result of this first analysis 
was so astounding that Prof. Nobbe un- 
dertook an analvsis of the stock of promi- 
nent seed-houses in Germany. His results, 

ublished, madea 600-page volume, which 


as opened the eyes of _— students 
and farmers. In each of the 
forty-five experiment Stations of 
Europe the testing of seeds is 
a most prominent feature. Dr. A'- 


bert R. Ledeux, late director of the North 
Carolina agricultural experimentstation, bas 
a most valuable paper published inthe tirst 
volume of the Journal of the American Agri- 
cultural Association, We give enough of it 
to show that itis no Jonger safe to buy seeds 
when one can by reasonable means produce 
hisown. Itis cheapest and safest to raise 
our own grass seeds, which everv farmer can 
do after once makinga start. Dr. Nobbe 
found that in commercial samples 59 per cent 
of pure seed was found; butof this only 18 
percent wascapable of germinating. Old 
seeds were renovated by boiling, dying and 
roasting. Weed seeds were stained and used 
to adulterate lots of expensive seeds. Enzlish 
seedsmen sold in 1869 over ten tons of poor 
turnip seeds disguised soas to represent 
a more valuable article. In Bo- 
hemia and elsewhere large factories for the 
manufacture of seeds from quartz were run- 
ning, With large warehouses at Hamburg 
and other trade centers. These grains of 
quartz, colored to order. were sold at $50 per 
tor, and were largely used to aduiterate 
clover. By raising our own seed, we do not 
have to-pay the fifteen cents per pound for 
quartz clover seed. Itissaid the ordinary o}- 
server will not detect the quartz fraud even 
with twenty-five per cent of itin a sample of 
clover seed. But the quartz adulteration is 
perhaps the least objectionable. That robs 
one of his money, but does not entail curse 
us When weed seeds are used asa factor. In 
‘Bavaria and Austria women and children are 
employed gathering seeds of weeds and 
grasses slong ditches and road sides, and the 
seeds are shipped to England and elsewuere, 
to be assorted, mixed and sold. 
RUST IN WHEAT. 

The Toronto Giobe says: “If one looks 
closely to the stubble in a wheat-tield, he will 
findit covered with what might, at first 
tight, pass for weather stains. These lines 
on the stubbles are made up of spores of the 
rust-plant which remain there through the 
Winterand start into growth the coming 
spring. The spores in fungi serve the 
saine purpose that seeds do in higher 
plants. These brown spores germinate and 
produce a form of fungus on the leaves of 
the burberry bushes called “cluster cups’? 
because they appear as small cups and are 
grouped in clusters, usually upon the under 
tide ofthe leaf. Thecups on the barberry 
leaves are full of small spores, which are car- 
ried by the wind to the wheat plants, where 
they grow and produce the orange-colored 
streaks (rust) upon the leaves and stalks, After 
the yellow rust bas passed away, the dark 
form of spores comes, and the cirele of life of 
the plant is complete. A word as to the dam- 
aye which the rust does to the grain upon 
Whichit grows, andthe wavy in which it is 
dove, The fine threads of the rust plant run 
through the substance of the leaves and stems 
of the wheat plant, and take up-the juices in 
much the seme wav that the roets of an oridl- 
bury plant run through the soil and take up 


whieh the wheat plant had gathered from 
earth and air, and would have used in making 
good plump grain, goes into the fungus 
spores, and the rust-struck plant produces 
only shriveled grain and a poor quality of 
straw.’’ 


Farm Notes. 


Prof. Riley says that kerosene oilis sure 
death to insects in all stages, and the only 
substance with which we may hope to des- 
troy their eggs. 

A Denver paper saysthat enough alfalfa 
has been sold in that State this year to seed 
10,000 acres, which next year will give an in- 
crease of 60,000 tons of bay worth $1,250,000, 
estimating the yield at six tonstoan acre. Oa 
some farms near Denver it has produced 
eight and nine tons. 

Let every farmer who is not able to fence a 
large pasture get afew boards, build a few 
rods of portabie fence. and make a smallen- 
glosure for his hogs and moveit around as 
circumstances require. It will make pork 
raising more profitable than to keep hogs con- 
fined in pens al) the time. 

In cultivating sweet potatoes it is a mis- 
take to cut the vines short, as this will check 
the growth of the tuber; but they should be 
prevented from rooting outside the hill. To 
prevent this, pull them up several times at 
the joints during the season. This plan will 
give potatoes, if the land{s of the right 
quality and Well cultivated. 


In Algiers a deep, steam cultivation is con- 
sidered by the French agriculturists as the 
equivalent of half anirrigation. The ground 
is asort of sponge, and absorbs the heavy 
dews to such an extent that it withstands the 
parching sun, and each night renews the 
moisture, while the shadlow plowed soil is ef- 
fectually dried early in the season. 

The kind of grass suited for permanent 
pasture depends upon the kind of soil, In- 
deed, it is hardly worth while to try to seed 
down permanently any but moist soils. For 
these the following kinds of grass are best 
suited: Red-top, 5 pounds per acre; creep- 
ing bent, 5 pounds; meadow spear-grass, 4 
pounds; fowl meaduw-grass,4 pounds; red 
fescue, ) pounds; meadow fescue, 3 pounds; 
tall fescue,5 pounds; meadow oat-grass, 4 
pounds; crested dog’s tail, 3 pounds; timo- 
thy, > pounds. 

The average results of experiment and 
theory, so to speak, make fifty-seven pounds 
of Indian corn equa! to 100 pounds of hay, or 
1,140 pounds of corn to theton of hay. But 
it must be remembered that the nutritive ef- 
fects of food upon an animal are varied by 
many causes, and that the comparison of 
foods is affected by the object ‘sought, as fat, 
growtb, labor, milk, ete. The above is the 
relative amount of nutritive matter in cora 
and hay, as determined by experiment and 
theory. 


The following is a well-tested receipt for 
chicken cholera: At the first symptoms dis- 
solve in one gallon of the drinking water half 
a teaspoonful of alum and the same of cop- 
peras; at the same time give daily in the soft 
feed a little sharp sand at the rate of one tea- 
spoonful toa fowl. Insevere cases give at 
once by hand a piece of alum and a piece of 
copperas, each the size of a pea, mixed in 
dough, with one teaspoonful of sand anda 
little meal and water. Continue the medi- 
cated water and sanded feed till all signs of 
disease disappear. 

‘the best rule for salting butter is to salt to 
suit the taste of the consumer. There is no 
use in applying any particular amount of salt 
for the purpose of preserving it, because the 
very lightest salting is always more than sut- 
ficient for all the effect salt can have asa pre- 
servative of butter. Generally one ounce 
of salt to sixteen ounces of 
butter, so asto obscure in a measure the 
faulty taste, the flavor of sait being less o}- 
jectionable than a wrong or faulty taste ia 
butter. Butif the flivoris very fine and full 
it will not be desirable to hide it, but, on the 
contrary, to give it more prominence. Hence, 
less salt, Say One ounce to twenty of butter, 
will give a better effect.—[ Prof. Arnold. 


Household Recipes. 

SQUASH FRITTERS.—One pint cooked 
squash, one pint milk, two eggs, alittle 
salt. Flour to make them turn easily on the 
griddle. 

BAKED APPLES OR PEARs.--If large cut in 
half and put inadeep dish with a little 
water. Sprinkle them with sugarand adda 
few cloves, alittle ginger or cinnamon, and 
cover close and bake till tender. 

A NICE WAY OF COOKING COLD MEATSs.— 
Chop the meat fine; season with salt, pepper, 
a little onion or else tomato catsup. Fill a 
tin bread-pan two-thirds full; cover it over 
with mashed potato which has been salted 
and bas milk in it; lay bits of butter over the 
top and set intoa Dutch or stove oven for 
fifteen or twenty minutes. 

EGG PLANT AU GRATIN.—Peel and eut 
them in slices lengthwise; arrange them in 
layers on a well-buttered tin (previously 
rubbed with garlic or onion). Put between 
each Jayer a sprinkling of tine bread crumbs, 
chopped parsley, sweet herbs, pepper and 
salt to taste. Pour over themsome {iquitied 
butter; add a sprinkling of grated Parmesan 
cheese and a few baked bread cLumbs. Bake 
in the oven and brown with a salamander. 

ITAIAAN CHEESE.—Boil a knuckle of veal; 
when perfectly cooked, strain the liquor, re- 
move the fat, take out the bones, chop the 
meat fine; add one grated nutmeg, one-half 
ounce each of cloves, allspice, and pepper. 
Put the entire mixture on the fire to simmer 
gently, and, when the liquor becomes jelly, 
pour intoa mould, and let it remain until the 
nextday. You may line the mould with 
hard-boiled egg cut in slices. This is very 
nice for tea. 

GROUSE Soup.—Chop up the remains of 
two roast grouse; put them into a saucepan 
with an onion and acarrot cut in pieces, a 
bundle of sweet herbs, a bay leaf, and pepper 


and salt to taste. Fill up the 
saucepan with sufficient common 
stock to cover the contents; let the 


whole boil till the meat comes off easily from 
the bones; strain off the liquor; pick all the 
meat fromthe bones; pound it in a mortar, 
“see it through a wiresieve, and add the 
iquor to it. Amalgamate in a saucepan a 
piece of butter with a tablespoonful of flour, 
uddtbe soup to it, let ic come to boiling 
point, then stir in (off the fire) the yolks of a 
couple of eggs with or without lemon juice, 
according to taste. Serve on very small slize 
of bread fried in butter.

On the Ist the Globe-Democrat published 
an interview with ‘ne, in which I am accred- 
ited with having used this language: 

“The Supreme Court has substantially de- 
clared that the idea of mental excitement at 
the time of committing a killing is inconsist- 
ent with the deliberation which makes the 


crime that of murder in the first degree.’’ 

And on the 3d the POST-DISPATCH contains 
an interview with Judge John W. Henry, of 
the Supreme Court, from which it appears 
that he said: ‘‘Why, Judge Laughlin’s state- 
ment that the Supreme Court has substan- 
tially declared that the idea of mental excite- 
ment at the time of committing the killing is 
inconsistent with the deliberation which 
makes the crime murder in the first degree is 
a perversion of language so gross that nothing 
worse can be imagined. The Supreme Court 
has never announced such a doctrine. In 
fact the opposite has been often stated by 
that bench.”’ 

This I saw for the first time yesterday and 
heard of first on Saturday last. Independent 
of the factthat a question of some interest to 
the people of the whole State is involved, I 
may, for the vigorous language employed, be 
pamdoned for answering back. But my per- 
sonal respect for Judge Henry forbids that I 
should do so harshly, or otherwise than as 
deserves a usually courteous gentleman and 
fearless Judge. He may-berude towards me; 
I have no desire to be so towards him. 

But has the Supreme Court so held? I said 
it had, and notwithstanding his emphatic 
denial the case before me compels me to re- 
iterate the assertion. For the good of society, 
the peace and good order so much and so 
universally desired I regret thatthis is so. But 
unless my stupidity is so ‘‘gross’’ that I can- 
not understand comparatively plain English, 
it certainly is so. If he will take up 
the 70th volume of the Supreme Court 
Reports and read the opinion of the court in 
Curtis’ case, he will find, beginning about the 
middle of page 599 of the aforesaid volume, 
this language: “In State vs. Wieners it was 
said premeditation and deliberation are not 
synonyms, and ahomicide may be premedi- 
tated without being deliberately committed. 
It was further held in that 
case that murder in the 
second degree is such a homicide as would 
have been murder in the first degree if com- 
mitted deliberately. Ifthese views be cor- 
rect it must necessarily follow that all inten- 
tional hemicides committed with premedita- 
tion and malice, but without deliberation, 
must be murder in the second degree. The 
word deliberation as used in the statute 
implies a _ cool state of the blood, 
and is intended to characterize 
what are ordinarily termed cola-blooded 
murders, such as proceed from deep ma- 
lignity of heart, or are prompted by motives 
of revenge or gain. These are classed as 
murders inthe first degree. On the other 
hand, premeditation may exist in an excited 
state of the mind, and if the passion or ex- 
citement ofthe mind be not provoked by 
what the law accepts as an adequate cause, 
so as to rebut the imputation of 
malice,an intentiooul killing under the influ- 
ence of such a passion will be murder in the 
second degree. If the party act upon sudden 
passion, engendered by reasonable provoca- 
tion, the existence of malice will be negatived 
and the killing, though intentional, will be 
manslaughter in the fourth degree.’’ 

This may not be perfectly simple to every 
one, but to a lawyer ts mean- 
ing is clear enough. I maintain that it 
means What it says, that without malice 
there can e no murder, but 
only manslaughter; that passion 
engendered by reasonable provocation, i. 
e., adequate cause, rebuts the imoputa- 
tion of majice; that there is a substantial 
(inference between premeditation and deli- 


beration in murder; that premeditation 
may exist in an excited state 
of the mind, but not delibera- 


tion; and that, ‘if the passion or excitement 
of the mind be not provoked by what the law 
accepts as an adequate caise, * * * anin- 
tentional kijling unaer the influence of such 
a passion will be murder in the second 
degree.’ 

Can Judge Henry, or any one else in the 
State of Missouri or out of it, make of this 
anvthing else? J ask in all candor, and am 
Willing to confess myself a blockhead to any 
one Who will. 

In couclusion, permit me tosay, sir, that I 
write this solely to defend myself against a 
charge of gross injustice towards my judicial 
superiors. Il’ am not guilty ofit. I have 
simply bowed toa “‘doctrine’’?’ which at the 
time of its deliverance struck with alarm the 
mind of more than one trial judge in this 
State,and which Ido most solemnly believe 
to be full of danger.

St. Joe’s Financial Problem, the 
Train Robbers and the 
Corn Crop.

Three Topics Upon Which Hon. Waller 
Young Converses Fluently. 


Waller Young, of St. Joseph, isin the city 
on his way East to eonclude the uegotiations 
for the compromise with the Buchanan coun- 
iybondholders. It is a financial prot.em St. 
Joseph and its county constituency have 
been wrestling with for five or six years. 
There have been suits upon suits in the Fed- 
eral courts, and vote after vote by the people, 
upon propositions to settle. The County 
Judges have looked into the open doors of 
the jail before they consented to make 
the levies, and the United States Marshal 
has traveled back and forth between 
Jefferson Citv and St. Joseph waxing wealthy 
as the fees accumulated. Now itis believed 


the last suit has been filed and the last vote 
taken. Mr. Young, as financial agent of the 
county, goes on to arrange for the exchange. 
The debt was originally $400,000, and was 
incurred in giving substantial encourage- 
ment tothe sailroad from Richmond to St. 
Joseph, The aid was voted when many peo- 
ple were disfranchised. The granger issue 
further added tothe objection to the depot, and 
for five or six years interest was defaulted, and 
the spirit of repudiationruled. Thejdebt, to 
be funded by twenty-year bonds at a re- 
duced rate of interest, is over $600,000. 
Speaking of his mission, Mr. Young said: 
‘This train-robbing business not only gives 
the Stateja bad name generally, but we feel 
the effectsof it when weare engaged in the 
financial negotiations. There is a represen- 
tative of a New Hampshire savings associa- 
tion who has come out here to make invest- 
ment of surplus funds. I met him awhile 
ago, and, arses telling me he knew ‘Hutch’ 


and what a big . mewspaper 
concern ihe was running in New 
Hampshire, special trains to beat 


the Boston papers and all that, he shook bis 
head and said he was afraid of Missouri secur- 
ities; there was too much train robbing. 
When I reminded him that there had been 
some highway work down east lately, he said 
that it was only drunken freebooters. I told 
him that we regarded our train robbers as 
outlaws, but he didn’t seem to get out of 
mind the impression that Missouri somehow 
lent moral encouragement to train robbers.’’ 

‘‘Buchanan county seems to be burdened 
with a pretty bad citizen in the person of 
Pope Wells?’ 

‘'Wos, he’s a desperado of pretty mean 
type. I guessthere isn’t any doubt but that 
he was one of the three men wno rode _ into 
Riverton, ucross the Iowa line, and robbed 
the bank last summer. Oneor two St. Joe 
people were up there and recognized him as 
inthe party. He hashis haunts down onthe 
Platte county border. There are indictments 
hanging over him,and the Sheriff’s men have 
been after him a dozen times, but he dodges 
them. He has been more ofa Kansas than 
a Missouri character,for vears past having 
his associations witha yang around Atchi- 
son. I don’t know whether ‘be was in. the 
Winston train robbery or not... Some 
people think so. Until recentiy his 
misdeeds have been of a petty class. 
Hle’s the kind of a fellow that’ll get down in 
the shade and play cards on a blauket witha 
dollar onthe corner. He’s great on going 
around to country fairs with a quarter herse 
and getting up arow because the managers 
don’t Want to encourage that kind of busi- 
ness. He didn’t belong to the better-known 
guerrillas, but was a bushwhacker of pretty 
small caliber during the war. Since then he 
has been making himself notorious by cut- 
iting scrapes and minor outrages. One ofhis 
sources of amusementis writing misspelled 
letters tothe St. Joe newspapers, which he 
has maiied from distant points, makingit ap- 
pear that he is spreading iimself around in 
the West,while he is pretty much all the time 
skulking aboutin the hills.” 

‘You think the James boys have been in 
these late raids?”? 

“No, 1 do not. It’s my impression that 
they haven’t been in the State to spend any 
length of time or participate in a robbery for 
several years. Talking of these outrages, 
there was something occurred at the robbery 
of the Lexington ’Bus, which runs over to 
the ‘Junction.’ They tell it at St. Joe. on 
Charley Francis, cashier of the State Savings. 
He was one of the passengers, and it burt his 
feelings awfully to hand over his gold watch 
and his money—about $70. The menin the 
*hbus were all ordered out in the street 
to besearched. As Charley stepped down 
with his bands upin the air and the shot 
gun covering him be exclaimed in appealing 
way to the highwaymen, ‘“‘For God’s sake, 
bovs, if you don’t stop this kind of work 
Missouri will go Republican next time sure.’ 
The fellow behind the shot gun said, *‘Let it 
ro and be d——d.’ Those who tell this story 
claim that Francis thought the robbers 
would letupon him on the score of his 
Democracy.’’ 

‘Is itthe impression in Western Missouri 


that the Glendale robbers have been 
eaught?” 
“No. The Prosecuting Attorney of Jack- 


son county says there isn’t evidence to con- 
vict those arrested, at least notthe most of 
them. Yousee the hunting parties went 
around and picked up the natdicharectera, 
They say up there that the Governor in per- 
son made most of the captures. The story—I 
don’t vouch for its truth—is that when Crit- 
tenden heard of the Glendale business he 
went right into Jackson county, mounted a 


mule, armed himself with a corn- 
knife and took to the brush. When 
these fellows now in jail saw him 


coming they threw up their hands and cried 
out: ‘We surrender. Wedon’t care a cuss 
for you or your corn knife, but don’t turn 
the mule’s batterv on us.’ I give you this as 
1 beard it, but I’m free to say as between the 
mule story and that proclamation I prefer to 
credit the Governor with the former.’’ 

From train robbers Mr. Young wandered 
off to the crops.- They have got acorn crop 
in Northwest Missouri, he says, which 
makes them feel very comfortable consider- 
ing the reneral shortage. The 
yield to the acre won’t be equal 
to some more favorable year, but at the same 
time the farmers feel good. ‘*There is no 
land in the country,’ ’exclaimed the speaker, 
**to which the Platte purchase acknowledves 
superiority. That deep black loam stands the 
drouth wonderfully. Our crops never fail 
us. Remember how wecame out the grass- 
hopper year. We’ve just got through with 
our fair,and never had a more successful 
one. The displays were good and the attend- 
ance unprecedented. They wanted us to run 
over into another week, but we couldn’t do 
that because of interferance with other ex- 
hibitions.’”’

Kunning Regularly on Pine Street. 


Ten Herdics were turned loose on Pine 
street this morning, beginning their run 
from Grand avenue at6o’clock and landing 
the first load of passengers at the southwest 
corner of Fourth and Pine streets eighteen 
minutes later. This isthe schedule time for 
the distance. The coaches have been run- 


ning all day with full patronage, making the 
round trip in an average of forty minutes. 
The large vehicles hold fourteen passengers:

SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 


Presbyterian Celebration at Hillsboro, 
Illinois. 


The semi-centennial of the organization of 
the first Presbyterian Synod in the State of 
Illinois was celevrated at Hillsboro, in that 
State, on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
of this week. On Tuesday Judge E. G. Rice, 
LL. D., of Hillsboro, delivered the welcome 
address, to which replies were made by a 
representative from each of the threes ynods 
attending. Wednesday the department of 
the Southwest was represented by Rev. J. W. 


Allen, D. D., Superintendent of the 
Presbyterian Board of Publication in 
this city. It was the unanimous 


opinion of the synod that the work in this de- 
partment is of such a nature that it cannot 
be dispensed with. Yesterday morning 
“Church Polity and History’’ was discussed 
by Rey. Dr. E. L. Hurd. In the afternoon 
Rev. A. T. Norton, D. D. of Alton, lecture 
on ‘*Pioneer History of the Presbyterian 
Church in Illinois.’’ Dr. Norton is one of 
the best informed men in Illinois on the 
early history of the church in that State. 
‘*WhatGod Hath Wrought” was the sub- 


ject of Rev. Dr. Dimond’s address, and 
that gentleman summarized the 
progress of mankind in the 


world for the last half century. “Our Fu- 
ture Prospect and Work,’’ presented by Revs. 
W. W. Taris and Samuel T. Davis. concluded 
the duy’s session. At this celebration the 
three synods of Illinois were represented. 
These synods are now consolidated, and their 
first session as a united body will be held in 
January, 18&2., 


The twentieth annual report, in pamphiet 
form, of the Police Commissioners for the 
fiscal year 1880-81 has been issued, and is 
being distributed to each of the police officers 
to-day. During the year seventy-eight 
specials have been appointed,and two patrol- 
men have been appointed to the rank of ser- 
geants, namely, Christ. Kohlhund, of the 
Fourth, and Samuel M. Murray, of the 
Second. During the year twenty patrolmen 
resigned voluntarily, and three specials, one 
turnkey and one sergeant. Seven deaths oc-

Hach of the Fourth, who has been in con- 
Stantservice for twenty-eight years. The 
largest man on the force is Officer Bill King, 
of the Third District. Heis known as the 
Metropolitan Giant. He stands six feet four 
inches and weighs 280 pounds.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Its Purchase by the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Quietly Advocated. 


The Chamber of Commerce Association has 
quietly been distributing the following cir- 
cular toa few selected individuals. It ad- 
vocates the renewal of the plan for the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange to purchase the Chamber 
of Commerce Building. The exhibit of the 
financial status of the Rrxchange 18 highly 
satisfactory. The document is as follows: 

The success the Board of Directors have 
hadin increasing its membershipis quite 
cratifying. They now count 3,022 members, 
and the amount of cash on hand and money 
invested in bonds is about $210,000. Thisis a 


splendid financial condition, and if the affairs 
of the exchange are managed hereafter with 
the same wisdom that characterized the pres- 
ent board the future is re and amem- 
bership of the Exchange will be very valua- 
ble and will pay a fair dividend hereafter. 

What should be done withthe means on 
hand? 

Let us examine. 

It is understood that an offer will be made 
to sell the Exchange the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building fur $165,000 to be paid in cash 
and subject only to the first mortgage of $857,- 
000 6 per cent loanin bonds on the property, 
of which $7,000 can be taken up at any time 
and the balance is due in January 1, 1898. 

The $165,000 cash payment buysthe second 
mortgage $210,000 bonds with accrued inter- 
est and all the judgments against the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Company. The funds on 
hand, with perhaps a small addition 
of next year’s regular assessment 
on the members, will pay the above }165,000 
and fifty-seven first mortgage bonds (less 
$6,000 already owned by the Exchange), $51,- 
000, in all $216,000, and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change would own the property free of all 
debts except $800,000 first mortgage bonds, 
6 per cent, which has cost the Chamber of 
Commerce Association about $1,889,000, and 
at a total loss of the stock capital of the lat- 
ter. Theincome of rental is about $60,090 

rannum above the rent now paid by the 

ferchants’ Exchange,and it can be increased 
20 to 25 per cent afterthe present leases ex- 
ire. 

The Merchants’ Exchange, by limiting the 
number of members to say 3,600 and putting 
the price at $1,000. would in a few years real- 
ize nearly sufficiently from that source to take 
up the first mortgage bonds, continuing the 
present annual payment of $25 a member for 
a couple of years, and after that is done the 
company can, outof rents of the balance of 
the building, pay the expenses of the Ex- 
change and an annual dividend to the mem- 
bers of at least 10 per cent on the amount now 
paid in and own the finest Exchange build- 
ing in the United States.
